The cost of these materials for large flocks may 
be reduced by purchasing in quantity in New Yotk | ¢ 
city. Plour culphur is often retailed at twelve and 
a heli cents per pownd ; in New Vouk it costs three 
doPars pers hundred, and fifty cents additional, as 
freight brings it to only three and « half cents per 
pound. Lard and lamp oil ate costly as external 
applications ; but train eil, or cil of the true whale, 
ts only about thirty.twe cents per gallon in New 
York, if bought by the barrel, or $10 per barrel ;

DISEASED POTATOES. 


{ The folowing remarks from Mr. Herapath, a distin- 
guished chemist, are worthy of notice | 
“My attention bas been given to the disease 
which has shown itself so extensively among 
the growing potatoes. I find, in almost every 
instance, that the epidermis of the stalk below 
the surface of the ground, is more or less in a 
state of decay, often disintegrated, and complete 
ly rotten, the leaves and branches accord with 
the state of that part of the stalk below the 
ground. The tuber, beneath the outer skin, is 
first spotted brown, (like a bruised apple;) these 
spots extend and penetrate towards the centre, 
quite changing the natore of the potato. Those 
near the surfece are not injured; in some cases, 
the lowest on the root are not at all affected, 
while the upper ones are useless. 1 should, 
therefore, expect that the longer the crop remains 
im the land, the greater the injury will be. It
